HIRAM JOHNSON OBSOLETE. 


Hi'ram AV~Johnson went into the California 
pri- 


maries boasting that his majority -would be 175,000. He 
came out of the primaries with a majority ample suffi- 
cient to renominate him for senator but relatively so 
small that he is eliminated as a presidential possibility 
in the republican national convention of 19-4. 


Johnson's opponent is not far out of the way when 


he says that "the back of his political machine has been 
broken." 


JoJinson's-great spectacular achievement in politics 


came in 1916 when, as an avowed and uncompromising 
progressive, he \vaa elected to the senate in California 
by a plurality of 296.S15, although president Wilson car- 
ried the state against Mr. Hughes by 3,773. That victory 
gave Joh'nson enormous prestige, and after Roosevelt's 
death he was looked on as the strongest leader of the 
progressive elements in the republican party. 
, 


In 1920 he sought the nomination for president as a 


progressive and showed remarkable popular strength in 
many of the primaries. 
The Chicago convention disre- 


garded him, but an important element in the party still 
believed that he was the most aggressive champion of 
whatever progressive policies remained* 


Johnson's friends insisted that the California pri- 


mary this >ear would be a test o( 1924, and it was. But 
the Johnson who was a candidate for renomination was 
no longer a progressive. He had broken with the pro- 
gressUe republicans of California and had aligned tiim- 
self with the corporations and reactionaries that he once 
fought. He had William R. Hearst with him. but Hearst 
is never very particular about the political company he 
keeps, and Johnson proved to be no more squeamish 
than Hearst. While the Fordney-McCumber tariff was 
making its loisurly progress through the senate John- 
son managed to load it down with provisions for mon- 
opoly protecti'on to everything that California raisea 
and this achievement was regarded as a final stroke 
of political genius. Johnson went home to tell his con- 
stituents that California waa the best-protected state 
in the Union, and then wailed for his testimonial of 
popular approval. 


Three months ago there was no organised opposition 


to his renomination. Then weeks ago C. C. Moore, who 
had never held an office of any kind, decided to run 
against Johnson in order to give progressive republicans 
of California a chance to express themselves at the polls. 
Moore has been beaten, but. his vote demonstrates that 
Johnson has lost the old progressive "following in the 
state which gave him distinction 1'n national politics.

But 
all these influences combined could not give Johnson a 
plurality that makes an appeal to tlie imagination of 
the country. 
For Hiram Johnson the California pri- 


maries were an antj-climax, and no ambitious political 
career can survive an anti-ch'max. 


As the country is swinging more and more toward 


liberalism again. Johnson by some curious perversity of 
temperament, swung to the side of reaction. 
Soon or 


late every demagogue guesses wrong. Johnson guessed 
nearly enough right lo hold his seat in the senate but 
has missed completely the great priro that he was seek- 
ing.

Children Most Susceptible 


Prevention of Spread. 


The most important measure in 


preventing the sperad of diphtheria 
is the prompt recognition of cases 
and their effective isolation. At a 
time when diphtheria Is 
prevalent, 


frequent throat inspection should be 
made of all individuals exposed and 
all persons exposed who have sore 
throats should should be isolated un- 
til negative cultures have been se- 
cured. The time necessary to deter- 
mine the result of the Shick test is 
48 hours. The incubation period of 
the disease Is from two to five days 
more often two. so by the time the 
Shick test is known most of those 
who ar« going to develop the dis- 
ease will already have manifested 
sign or symptoms. The Shick test' 
has therefore, been unnecessary. An- 
titoxin given in the first 24 hours i^ 
curative In practically 1700 per ceru 
o'f the cases of diphtheria. 


Wholesale culturing has 
proven 


valueless in the control of an epi- 
demic. Tn the same category is placed 
the wholesale immunization with an- 
titoxin. Under certain conditions as 
in orphanages the wholesale immuni- 
zation with toxin-antitoxin mixture 
is very useful. The fact that It takes 
three weeks for immunity to develop, 
renders its use in an epidemic of 
doubtful value.
